Mr. Bryan Notified. 


A Great Popular Demonstration 


in Madison Square Garden, 


New York. 


1TIKK 
COINAGE

SPEECH KS. 


William Jennings Bryan, of Nebraska, 


and Arthur Sewall, of Maine, were for- 
mally notified of their nomination as 
Democratic candidates for President and 
Vice-Presideut of the United Stales at 
Madison Square Garden, New York, 
last Wednesday night in the presence of 
about 20.000 people. The speech of no- 
tiBcation was delivered by Governor 
Stone, of Missouri, who performed a 
duty which had.been assigned to Senator 
White, of California, who was perma- 
nent chairman of the national conven- 
tion. Senator White was, however, un- 
able to be present. Mr. Bryan, although 
very hoarse, made a speech of acceptance 
which thrilled the vast throng. 


Madison Square Garden, where the 


notification meeting was held, has been 
the stage for other events of the same 
character. Political meetings had been 
held in its walls without number. Eight 
years ago Cleveland had been there noti- 
fied of his selection to lead a second time 
the campaign of the Democracy, but the 
speculation attached to all these events 
had been but shadows compared with 
the fierce light of curiosity, which beat 
on Wednesday night. President Cleve- 
land had been a personage familiar to 
New York, but the young leader who 
had come out from the West to plant 
his standard in the ''field of the enemy,'' 
as he called it, aud there to open the 
battle of the campaign, was only a name 
iu that city. Therefore the assembled 
waited eagerly to discover what manner 
of man he was of whom they had read 
so much and what manner of ^peech was 
his which had such power over a great 
party convention. The crowds to hear 
Mr. Bryan began to gather in and around 
Madison Square Garden as early as 6 
o'clock Wednesday evening. 


On the silver question, the most im- 


portant of those discussed by Mr. Bry- 
an, he said iu part: 


"The theoretical advantage of the 


bimetallic system is best stated by a 
European writer on political economy, 
who suggests the following illustration : 
A river fed from two sources is more 
uniform in volume than a river fed 
from one source, the reason being that 
when one of the feeders is swollen the 
other may be low; whereas 
a river 


which has but one feeder must rise or 
fall with that feeder. So, in the case of 
bimetallism, the volume of metallic 
money receives contributions from both 
the gold mines and the silver mines, and 
therefore varies less, and the dollar rest- 
ing upon two metal, is less changeable 
in its purchasing power than the dollar 
which rests on one metal only. 


"If there are two kinds of money the 


option must rest either with the debtor 
or with the creditor. 
Assuming that 


their rights are equal, we must look at 
the interests of society in general in or- 
der to determine to which side the op- 
tiou should be given. Under the bime- 
tallic system gold aud silver are linked 
together by law at a fixed ratio, and 
any person or persons owning any quau- 
tity of either metal can have the same 
converted into full legal-tender money. 
If the creditor has the right to choose 
the metal in which payment shall be 
made, it is reasonable to suppose that he 
will require the debtor to pay in the 
dearer metal if there is any perceptible 
difference between the bullion values of 
the metals. This new demand created 
for the dearer metal will make that met- 
al dearer still, while the decreased de- 
mand for the cheaper metal will make 
that metal cheaper still. 


"If, on the other hand, the debtor ex- 


ercises the option, it is reasonable to 
suppose that he will pay in the cheaper 
metal if one metal is perceptibly cheaper 
than the other, but the demand thus 
created for the cheaper metal will raise 
its prise, while the lessened demand for 
the dearer metal will lower its price. In 
other words, when the creditor has the 
option, the metals are drawn apait; 
whereas, when the debtor has the option 
the metal? are held together approxi- 
mately at the ratio fixed by law, provid- 
ed the demand created is sufficient to 
absorb all of both metals presented at 
the mint. Society is, therefore, inter- 
ested in having the option exercised by 
the debtor. Indeed, there can be no 
such thing as real bimetallism unless the 
option is exercised by the debtor. The 
exercise of the option by the debtor com- 
pels the creditor classes, whether do- 
mestic or foreign, to exert themselves to 
maintain _the parity between gold and 
silver at the legal ratio, whereas they 
might find a profit in driving one of the 
metals to a premium if they could then 
demand the dearer metal. The right of 
the debtor to choose the coin in which 
payment shall be made extends to obli- 
gations due from the government as 
well as to contracts between individuals. 


GOVERNMENT OBUSATION. 


A government obligation is simply a 


debt due from all the people to one of 
the people, and it is impossible to justify 
a policy which makes the interests of 
the one person who holds the obligation 
superior to the rights of the many who 
must be taxed to pay it. When, prior 
to 1873, silver was at a premium, it was 
never contended that national honor re- 
quired the payment of government ob- 
ligations iu silver, and the Matthews 
resolution, adopted by Congress in 1878, 
expressly asserted the right of the Unit- 
ed States to redeem coin obligations in 
standard silver dollars as well as in gold 
coin. 


"Upon this subject the Chicago plat- 


form reads: 'We are opposed to the 
policy and practice of surrendering to 
the holders of the obligations of the 
United States the option reserved by 
law to the government of redeeming 
such obligations iu either silver coin or 
gold coin.' 


"It is constantly assumed by some 


that the United States notes, commonly 
called greenbacks and the treasury 
notes, issued under the act of 1890, are 
responsible for the recent dram upon the 
gold reserve, but this assumption is en- 
tirely without foundation. 
Secretary 


Carlisle appeared before the House com- 
mittee on appropriations on January 21, 
1895, and I quote from the printed re- 


port of his testimony before the com- 
mittee : 
" 'Mr. Sibley, I would like to ask you, 


(perhaps not entirely connected with the 
matter under discussion,) what objection 
there could be to having the option of 
redeeming either in silver or gold lie 
with the treasury instead of the note- 
holder ?' 


"Secretary Carlisle—'If that policy 


had been adopted at the beginning of 
resumption—and I am not saying this 
for the purpose of criticising the action 
of any of my predecessors or anybody 
else—but if the policy of reserving to the 
government at the beginning of resump- 
tion the option of redeeming in gold or 
silver all its paper presented, I believe it 
wovld have worked beneficially and 
there would have been no trouble grow- 
ing out of it, but the Secretaries of the 
Treasury from the beginning of resump- 
tion have pursued a policy of redeeming 
in gold or silver at the option of the 
holder of the paper, and if any Secre- 
tary had afterward attempted to change 
that policy and force silver upon a man 
who wanted gold or gold upon a man 
who wanted silver, and especially it' he 
had made that attempt at such a critical 
period us we have had in the last two 
years, my judgment is it would have 
been very disastrous.' 


THE ISSUE OF BONDS. 


"I do not agree with the Secretary 


that it was wise to follow a bad prece- 
dent, but from his answer it will be seen 
that the fault does not lie with the 
greenbacks and treasury notes, but 
rather with the executive ofllcers who 
have seen fit lo surrender a right which 
should have been exercised tor the pro- 
tection of the interests of the people. 
This executive action has already been 
made the excuse for the issue of more 
than $250 000,000 in bonds, and it is im- 
possible to estimate the amount of bonds 
which may hereafter be issued If this 
policy is continued. We are told that 
any attempt upon Ihe part of Ihe gov- 
ernment at this time to redeem its obli- 
gations in silver would put a premium 
upon gold, but why should it ? The 
Bank of France exercises the right to 
redeem all bank paper in either gold or 
silver, aud yet France maintains the 
parity between gold and silver at the 
ratio of 13} to 1 and retains in circula- 
tion more silver per capita than we do in 
the United States. 


WHAT THE BANKS DO 


"ft may be further answered that our 


opponents have suggested no feasible 
plan for avoiding the dangers which they 
fear. The retirement of tlie greenbacks 
and treasury notes would not protect the 
treasury, because the same policy which 
jow leads the Secretary of the Treasury 
to redeem all government paper in gold, 
when gold is demanded, will require the 
redemption of all silver dollars and silver 
certificates in gold if the greenbacks and 
treasury notes are withdrawn from cir- 
culation. More than this, if the govern- 
ment should retire its paper and throw 
upon the banks the necessity of furnish- 
ing coin redemption, the banks could 
exercise the right to furnish either gold 
or silver. In olher words they would 
exercise Hie option just, as the govern- 
ment ought to exercise it now. The 
government must either exercise the 
right to redeem its obligation in silver 
when silver is more convenient, or it 
must retire all the silver and silver cer- 
tificates from circulation and leave noth- 
ing but gold as legal-tender money. Are 
our opponents willing to outline a finan- 
cial system which will carry out their 
policy to its legitimate conclusion or will 
they continue to cloak their designs in 
ambiguous phrases? 


BULLION VALUE OF SILVER. 


"There is au actual necessity for bimet- 


allism as well as a theoretical defense of 
it. During the last twenty-three years 
legislation has been creating an addition- 
al demand for gold, and this law-created 
demand has resulted in increasing the 
purchasing power of each ounce of gold. 
The restoration of bimetallism in the 
United States will take away from gold 
just so much of its purchasing power as 
was added to it by the demonetization of 
silver by the United States. The silver 
dollar is now held up to the gold dollar 
by legal-tender laws, and not by redemp- 
tion in gold, because the standard silver 
dollars are not now redeemable in gold 
either in law or by administrative policy. 


"We contend that free and unlimited 


coinage bj the United States alone will 
raise the bullion value of silver to its 
coinage value and thus make silver bul- 
lion worth $1 29 per ounce in gold 
throughout the world. This proposition 
is in keeping wilh natural laws, not in 
defiance of them. The best known law 
of commerce is the law of supply and de- 
mand. We recognize this law and build 
our argument upon it. We apply this 
law to money when we say that a reduc- 
tion in the volume of money will raise 
the purchasing power of the doUar. We 
also apply the law of supply and demand 
to silver when we say that a new de- 
mand for silver created by law will raise 
the price of silver bullion. 


GOLD AND SILVER LIMITED. 


"Gold and silver are different from 


other commodities iu that they are limit- 
ed iu quantity. Corn, wheat manufact- 
ured products, etc., can be produced al- 
most without limit, provided they can 
be sold at a price sufficient to stimulate 
production, but gold and silver are call- 
ed precious metals because they are 
found not produced. These metals have 
been the objects of anxious search as far 
back as history runs, yet^ according to 
Mr. Harvey's calculation, all the gold 
coin of the world can be melted into a 
22-foot cube, and all tho silver coin in 
the world into a 66-foot cube. Because 
gold and silver are limited, both in the 
quantity now in hand and in annual pro- 
duction, it follows that legislation can 
lix the ratio between them. 


"Any purchaser who stands ready to 


take the entire supply of any given arti- 
cle at a certain price can prevent that 
article from falling below the price. So 
the government can lix a price for gold 
and silver by creating a demand greater 
than the supply. International bimetal- 
lists believe that several nations, by en- 
tering into an agreement to coin at a 
fixed ratio all the gold and silver pre- 
sented, can maintain the bullion value 
of the metals at the mint ratio. When 
a mint price is thus established it regu- 
lates the bullion price, because any per- 
son desiring coin may have the bullion 
converted into coin at that price, and 
any person desiring bullion can secure it 
by melting the coin. 


INTERNATIONAL AND INDEPENDENT 


UIMISTALirSTS. 


"The only question upon which inter- 


national liimetallists and independent 
bimaUiliata differ ia, Can the United 


States, by the free and unlimited coinage 
of silver at the present legal ratio, create 
a demand for silver which, taken iu con- 
nection with the demand already in ex- 
istence, will be sufficient to utilize ail the 
silver that will be presented at the 
mints ? They agree in their defense of 
the bimetallic principle and they agree 
in unalterable opposition to the gold 
standard. 
International bimetallists 


cannot complain that free coinage gives 
a benefit to the mine-owner, because in- 
ternational bimetallism 
gives to the 


owner of silver all the advantages offer- 
ed by independent bimetallism at the 
same ratio. International bimetallists 
cannot accuse the advocates of free sil- 
ver of being "bullion-owners who desire 
to raise the value of their bullion," or 
"debtors who desire to pay their debts in 
cheap dollars," or "demagogues who de- 
sire to curry favor with the people." 
They must rest their opposition opon 
one ground only, namely. That the 
supply of silver available for coinage is 
too large to be utilized by the United 
States. 


CAPACITY TO USE SILVER. 


"In discussing this question we must 


consider the capacity of our people to 
use silver and the quantity of silver 
which can come to our mints. It must 
be remembered that we live in a country 
only partially developed, and that our peo- 
ple far surpass any equal numberof people 
in the world in their power to consume 
and produce. Our extensive railroad 
development and enormous internal 
commerce must also be taken into con- 
sideration. Now, how much silver can 
come here ? Nol the coined silver of 
the world, because almost all of it is 
more valuable at this time in other lands 
than it will be at our mints under free 
coinage. If our mints are opened to free 
and unlimited coinage at the present 
ratio, merchandise silver cannot come 
here, because the labor applied to it has 
made it worth more in the form of mer- 
chandise than it will be worth at our 
mints. 


"We cannot even expect all of the an- 


nual product of silver, because India, 
China, Japan, Mexico and all the other 
silver-using countries must satisfy their 
annual needs from the annual product; 
the arts will require a large amount and 
the gold-standard countries will need a 
considerable quantity for subsidiary coin- 
age. 
\Ye will be required to coin only 


that which is not needed elsewhere; but 
if we stand ready to take and utilize all 
of it other nations will be compelled to 
buy at the price which we fix. Many 
fear that the opening ol our mints will 
be followed by an enormous increase in 
the annual production of silver. 


NO OVERPRODUCTION OF SILVER. 
"This is conjecture. Silver has been 


used as money for thousands of years, 
and during all of that time the world has 
never suffered from an overproduction. 


"If, for any reason, the supply of gold 


or silver in the future ever exceeds the 
requirements of the arts and the needs of 
commerce, we confidently hope that the 
intelligence of the people will be suffi- 
cient to deviae and enact any legislation 
necessary for the protection of the pub- 
lic. 
It is folly to refuse to the people 


the monev which they now need for fear 
that they may hereafter have more than 
they need. I am firmly convinced that 
by opening our mints to free and un- 
limited coinage at the present ratio we 
can create a demand for silver which 
will keep the price of silver bullion at 


29 per ounce, measured by gold. 
'Some of our opponents attribute the 


fall in the value of silver, when measur- 
ed by gold, to the fact that during the 
last quarter of a century the world's 
supply of silver has increased more rapid- 
ly than the world's supply of gold. This 
argument is entirely answered by the 
fact that, during the last flye years, the 
annual production of gold has increased 
more rapidly than the annual production 
of silver. Since the gold price of silver 
has fallen more during the last five years 
than it ever fell in any previous five 
years in the history of the world, it is 
evident that the fall is not due to in- 
creased production. Prices can be low- 
ered as effectually by decreasing the de- 
mand for an article as by increasing the 
supply of it, and it seems certain that 
the fall in the gold price of silver is due 
to hostile legislation and not to natural 
laws." 


POSSIBLY BETTER PRICES. 


The latest acreage and condition esti- 


mates of the Federal Department of 
Agriculture imply a yield of 145,448,000 
bushels o£ spring wheat and 262,131,000 
bushels of winter wheat, or an aggregate 
production of 407,579,000 bushels. The 
crop last year, says the Phila,. Record, 
was officially estimated to have been 
467,000,000 bushels. The actual distri- 
bution of wheat supplies last year, how- 
ever, showed that the Government fig- 
ures were an understatement of the 
yield, and it is not improbable that this 
season's crop may turn out to be larger 
in quantity than that now indicated. 
But much of it is poor in quality, and 
the yield of desirable milling grades of 
winter grain will be comparatively small. 
The situation suggests no dencienoy in 
supplies during the coming year; but 
the exportable suplus will be below the 
average, and if conditions were other- 
wise favorable the outlook would appar- 
ently justify some recovery from the 
present low level ot values. 


HAGEKSTOWN FAIR. 


The Hagerstown Fair Association has 


determined to improve still further the 
quality and breed of fowls to be exhibited 
at their fairs by charging an entree fee of 
50 cents a bird. Heretofore no charge 
was mode and the association wus at & 
loss to place all the fowls, many of which 
had no special merit. The premiums 
will also be raised. Instead of offering $1 
for first premium, as heretofore, f3 will 
be offered, and instead of 50 cents for 
second premium $1 will be offered. Super- 
intendent John L. Cost has engaged two 
new expert judges—John Glascow, of 
New Jersey, judge of pigeons, and George 
Zimmer, of New York, judge of bantams. 
These with Geo. 0. Brown, of Baltimore, 
and J. H. Drevenstedt, of New York, who 
served last year, will compose the expert 
judges for the coming show.. 


Mount Gretna Exposition. 


The Seventh Annual Session of this Ex- 


position which will be held at Mount 
Gretna Park, A ugust 17th to 21st, promises 
to be the largest and most successful ever 
held. The line of Implement and Car- 
riage exhibits will be unusually full, and 
the large Poultry Building will contain 
about 4,000 head of the finest poultry and 
pigeons. This is now acknowledged to be 
the leading poultry show of the country. 
Mr. Levering, Prohibition candidate for 
President and other leading men will Be 
there. It is also expected that Mr. Bryan, 
the Democratic candidate will be there. 
Immense crowds will doubtiesti be at 
Mount Gretna during the Exposition.

The Democratic congressional commit- 


tee has issued a document relating 
to the number of "busiueHs men" 
in the country who would be bene- 
fited by free-silver coinage. Following 
out the idea presented by Mr. Bryan in 
his convention speech that the applica- 
tion of the term "business men" has 
been too much restricted, and prefacing 
their document with the quotation from 
the speech in which Mr. Bryan desig- 
nates all classes of workers as among 
the "business men" of the country, the 
committee's document proceeds to show 
how large a percentage of the population 
is now engaged as "business men" in the 
remunerative branches of industry. 


The total is placed at something over 


twenty-two millions, and in this number 
are included fishermen, agriculturists, 
miners, laborers and every other class of 
wage-earners. The figures given are al- 
leged to show upon what different lines 
the campaign is being conducted by the 
two parties. 
On the one side, it is 


charged, the Republicans and sou id- 
money men take into consideration only 
the small class composed of manufact- 
urers, bankers and the officials of cor- 
porations. 
On the other, the Demo- 


crats are repiesented as having in view 
that large class of business men defined 
by Candidate Bryan who depend for an 
improvement in their business upon an 
increase in (he prices of commodities and 
of wages paid by employing capitalists 


The claim of the conservative silver 


men is that while hard ti" •• d would fol- 
low the election of Bryan and Sewall, 
the country would in the course of a few 
months accommodate itself to the new 
conditions and better times would come. 
Railroads and manufactures of every 
character, they contend, would continue 
in this country if we were to abandon 
the existing monetary system altogether, 
and upon the wreck of this system would 
be erected another in which the produc- 
er would gain equally with the possessor 
of capital. 


Niagara's Power. 


It Will Opoi-iile tin- Trolley Cars liurlj In 


There have been for some time past, 


says the Electrical limun, rumors that 
electric power was soon to be transmit- 
ted from the plant of the Niagara Falls 
Power Company, at Niaaara Falls, and 
to be used in Buffalo, X. Y. It took 
some time, however, to secure the proper 
right of way, and as the woik involved 
was of an original and novel character 
considerable time was devoted to the 
consideration of the best means of car- 
rying the current. A few weeks ago the 
Cataract Construction Company made a 
contract with the White-Crosby Com- 
pany, of New York, for the complete de- 
sign and construction of the transmission 
line. Work will be commenced at or.c.e, 
and, when finished, the line will have 
cost in the neignborhood of $oflO,OOfl. 


VOLTAGE 
1(J,UOO on 20,000. 


Three-phase alternating currents at 


2000 volts at the generating station at 
Niagara Falls will be raised by means of 
step-up transformers to 10,000 or 20,uiiu 
volts, and transmitted at this voltage to 
Buffalo, where they will be reduced to 
500 or 1000 volts by means of step-down 
transformers. 
The exact voltage at 


which the transmission will be accom- 
plished has not been definitely fixed, but 
will be between the limits mentioned. 
The transmission will be by overhead 
conductors, carried on cedar poles from 
35 to 80 feet in length. The cross arms, 
two in" number, are of hard yellow pine, 
four inches, by six inches by twelve fcot. 
There is al.30 a smaller crosa arm, which 
will carry a, private telephone line from 
the power bouse at Niagara Falls to the 
transformerstalion in the city of Buffalo. 
The lower of the two large arms carries 
at its extremities steel guards to protect 
the conductors from accidental contact 
with other wires. The top cross arm 
carries similar guards, which will sup- 
port a galvanized iron barbed fence wire, 
which will be used as a lightning cuu- 
ductor. 
The conductors are of bare 


stranded copper wire, and the pole line 
is designed for twelve of these conduct- 
ors. 


The tivnsrnission line will run over a 


private right of way from the Niagara 
Falls Power Company's station at Ni- 
agara Falls to Touawanda, and thence 
down one bank of the Erie canal to Buff- 
alo. The entire line will be i'euced in. 
Induction effects will be overcome by a 
transposition of the conductors from pole 
to pole, the combination being such that 
the entire line is shifted on five poles. 
Special porcelian insulators will be em- 
ployed, designed so as to have strength 
and large insulating surface, as well as 
to prevent the formation of icicles. 


The total capacity of the transmission 


line will be 20,000-horse power. The 
current will be three-phase alternating, 
and each half of each of the long cross 
arms will support three wires, carrying 
in all 50,000-horse power. The contract 
calls for the completion of this line by 
November 15, but the White Crosby 
Company expect to be able to deliver 
&,OflO-horse power of current in Buffalo 
on or before November 1. 
Arrange- 


ments have been made by which the 
Buffalo Railway Company will tukethe 
first 1000-horse power delivered in the 
city. 


OUK UUTTKK. CO1.OHIXO. 


The State Department of Agriculture is 


now investigating 'a question which it 
considers the most important of any 
brought before it for a long time. Den- 
mark has been making complaint regard- 
ing the butter exported from the United 
States and regarding that particularly re- 
ceived from Pennsylvania. The Danish 
government claims that the coloring mat- 
ter used in our butter is really injurious 
to health, consisting of deleterious chemi- 
cals. 
The department has been making a 


thorough investigation of the butter color- 
ings furnished to the principal dairymen 
of the state. Out of the five principal 
preperations only two stood analysis by 
the state chemist. 


The development of the new Roentgen 


photography in medicine and surgery 
continues at an almost incredible rate. 
Many of the latest reports from Europe 
read like cable canards; hut the corrobo- 
rative details and confirmatory mass of 
particulars are enough to convince the 
most skeptical. The greatest interest 
centres now in the hospital or laboratory, 
devoted exclusively to cases in which the 
X rays are used, which haa been estab- 
lished in Berlin by Professor Buka, of 
'lie Berlin I'olytechuicum, 
Professor 


Huka himself is a scientific expert who 
is peculiarly fitted to undertake this en- 
terprise, si nee it was he who discovered 
that all objects penetrable by the X rays 
become transparent to the human eye 
by the aid of a Crook's tube and a 
scree,, smeared with barium-cyanide. 


An important new phase of Roentgen 


photography is also reported from Mu- 
nich. At the International Psychologic 
Congress, now being held there, an ap- 
paratus of special design was used which 
enabled the spectators to observe clearly 
the action of the diaphragm and heart 
of a subject. Just as photography has 
succeeded in reproducing life motion by 
means of the kinetoscope, vitascope and 
cinemetograph, so the hitherto invisible 
action of the internal organs may here- 
after b« observed. Not only that, but 
by the present process these Roentgen 
ray photographs might be taken 
fast 


enough to insure their reproduction on 
11 screen. The children of the next gen- 
eration may thus study anatomy in the 
most realistic fashion. 
As Professor 


Buka himself has been quoted as declar- 
ing: "Skiagraphy is still in its tallow 
candle stage." What will it be when it 
reaches its electric light era 'f 


As for the purely medical aspect of ita 


development, it is now stated, according 
to the report of Messieurs T.,ortet and 
Genoud to the French Academy of 
Sciences, that tuberculosis is affected by 
the X rays. 
They inoculated eight 


guinea pigs with tuberculosis virus, and 
exposed three of them to the rays for an 
hour daily during eight weeks. The five 
which were kept from the rays develop- 
ed abscesses, and their health was de- 
ranged. The three kept in good health, 
and grew fat on the rays. The effect of 
ordinary sunlight on bacilli has been 
tried in the past, but with far from such 
a decisive result. The Roentgen rays 
burn the human skin itself like sunlight, 
and even destroy the hair. 


Another curious extension of the use 


of these rays is the discovery by Profes- 
sors Grumbach and Du Bois Reymond, 
of Berlin, that they will not only photo- 
graph the invisible bones of the body, 
but also some of the softer parts as 
well. By means of improved tubes these 
two scientists have succeeded in reveal- 
ing the larynx and the diaphrapm. The 
doctor of to-morrow will evidently have 
no need for a diagnosis. All that will 
be necessary for him to do will be to 
pull out his little Roentgen 
snapshot 


camera and present to the patient indis- 
putable ocular evidence of his precise 
ailment. Cases of wrong diagnosis will 
be rare, indeed. Even the exact causes 
of dyspepsia wiil be revealed at a glance; 
and nobody will need to be apprehensive 
about appendicitis, or in dread doubt as 
to the need of the surgeon's horrifying 
knife.—Plnla. Record.

Before the month of August has pass- 


ed there will leave Baltimore a company 
of women who will travel on horseback 
through the Southern States, having for 
their object the saving of souls. 


They are Salvation Army lassies, says 


the Baltimore Herald, and their corps 
will be the first cavalry brigade of the 
army in this part of the country. It 
will be under the command of Staff Cap- 
tain Blanche B. Cox, who is in charge of 
the local forces at present. This will be 
the second expedition of the kind that 
Captain Cox has headed. Last autumn 
she took out a brigade in the West, 
which swept over Colorado, gathering 
sinners at every cross-roads. She may 
be seen any evening leading the meetings 
at the army's headquarters, in the old 
First M. E Church, Charles and F 
ette streets. 


She is a slight, graceful, pretty woman, 


with big, serious eyes and crisp, bronze- 
colored hair. She originated the idea of 
the cavalry and bicycle brigade, and is 
enthusiastic when she talks of the work 
that she hopes to accomplish in the 
South.

FllO.ir THE CHNTUKY CO. 


In October a remarkable collection of 


giant fossil remains of prehistoric animals, 
found in the Rockies during the past few 
years, will be exhibited for the first time 
to the public at the American Museum of 
Xatural History in New York. These in- 
elude animals of a kind not popularly sup- 
posed to be indigenous to this country, 
such as an aquatic and running rbinocer- 
ous, the little four-toed horse, no bigger 
than a dog, etc. Professor Henry Fair- 
field Osborn, curator of the Museum, has 
written a popular account of these strange 
beasts, and the article will appear in the 
September Oiilury.

•le has issued a circular letter to the 
nstitute managers through the state 
advising them to concentrate their efforts 
upon a few fundamental objects rather 
nan be scattered over a large area. He

Going in Debt for a Farm. 


It does not seem to me that uncle 


ordinary circumstances any one is wise 
to go in debt for a farm at the presen 
time. 
It would surely require mos 


careful ma-agement, utmost econom; 
and favorable circumstances, in order to 
make the ventuie a successful one 
Scores of instances could be cited where 
debts thus contracted, even in the better 
times of th.3 past, increased instead o 
decreasing until, even through carefully 
managed, they grew to such proportions 
as to take the farm away from the 
purchaser's possession. 
And the in 


stances are rare nowadays where 
mortgage can be lifted by means of the 
product of its soil alone after the fam 
ily's support has been received from it. 


I know many a farm where the in- 


terest along could not be raised last 
year. It takes too much to bring 
dollar, although we freely admit the 
cheapness of supplies oC nearly all kinds 
which the farmer needs to use. When 
he has to raise and take to market five 
bushels or more of oats, or two bushels 
of wheat, or ten of potatoes, one and 
half of beans, or six and a half of corn, 
ten pounds of butter, or twelve dozen 
eggs to secure a dollar, it is pajing off a 
debt at a pretty slow rate. When he 
keep? his teams and buys needed imple- 
ments, pays hired help and taxes, there 
is very little left after allowing market 
price for seed sown and interest on the 
plant. 


Tigure the thing as l>ef,t you can, 


allowing average yields of wheat, oats, 
barley, corn, beans, potatoes, and the 
product of an acre will not bring in 
market this season over fifteen dollars. 
Take out necessary expenses of harvest- 
ing, threshing, etc., and what is there 
leftV 
Taking one year with another 


huy is the best cash crop a farmer can 
raise; yet we are told, and know for 
ourselves, that we are removing fertility 
from the soil at a fearful rate when we 
Uo so. 


So I would like to ask, what remains 


for the general farmers 'i Let me give 
you some cases which have come within 
my own observation. 
I know of several 


Irishmen who came to this country 
years ago and bought laud when it was 
cheap. They woiked, women and all, 
in the field and paid out not one cent 
for 
hired help. 
They were very 


economical and content with much less 
than would satisfy an American, and so 
paid for their farms. Hot a boy or girl 
married, but all stayed home to work 
for the general good of the family. 


Now, 
while occasionally one marries, 


the majority are still unmarried and at 
home. 
JBul, while these persons have 


bought more land in recent years, they 
are now experiencing the same difficulty 
in paying for it that the rest do. 
One 


man who owned 200 acret wanted 1UO 
more which joined him and bought it, 
paying $50 per acre, or agreeing to do so, 
but although the 160 as well as the 
original -00 acres are good land, and the 
work done by home help, the whole 
acreage did not raise enough money to 
pay the interest last year or the year 
before, and I doubt if it does this year. 


The fact of the matter lies just here: 


It takes too much to bring a dollar. If 
a man is out of debt, he can get along 
very well, for while he may receive little 
he may make his expenses correspond; 
but the one who is owing for his farm 
has the dollars to raise just the same, 
and it requires twice the produce to 
bring them that it used to. 


There are instances which may justify 


one ic going in debt for a farm. If a 
man has a specialty, like berries, which 
are sure to bring a good price, or a milk 
route, or makes butter for a fancy trade, 
if he has something which everybody else 
has not, he may succeed in paying tor 
his farm; but if he depends on common 
field crops at general prices, he will find 
lie has a bigger load than he can carry. 
And iis to stock-raising, the general 
farmer has given that up, at least in this 
part of the country. Western competi- 
tion destroyed our beef Uade, it has 
done 
I he same foi horses, hogs and 


sheep. The time has gone by when a 
m«u can safely run in debt for a farm, 
expecting to pay for it with its own 
product after supporting his family.—E. 
&. WOOD, in the Country Cletitleintin.

This 
is not so. The crude material of fertility 
may be in the weed, but it has to be de- 
composed. Wheu the weed took it from 
the soil, this fertility was immediately 
available. It is a fact, too, that most 
•weeds are quite as exhaustive as crops. 
Their roots generally run near the sur- 
face, and therefore take fertility where 
it is most valuable for the crop. The 
value of the weed as a fertilizer ia great- 
est just when its seed has germinated. 
All that it gets thereafter is direct rob- 
bery of the crop among which it grows. 


Horse Raising. 


Few colts are seen in the West at the 


present time and it would seem that this 
:s a good year to begin to raise horses. 
Yearlings and suckling colts are really 
scarce, and the breeder who will have 
good horses to market thr^e years hence 
will doubtless 
receive remunerative 


prices. Horses must be good to sell at 
paying prices, however, ani there is not 
a cent of profit in raising other kinds. 
The radical difference in prices for 
horses of the same ages and weights is 
based on soundness, quality and actinn. 
—National Stockman.

Harness should never be allowed to 


get greasy and dirty, so as to need scrap- 
ing and cleaning and scrubbing with 
stiff brush and soda water; but if it is 
in that condition, then take it apart, -so 
far as practicable, and clean each part 
thoroughly, and work between the hands 
in warm, soapy water until quite soft 
and pliant. Castile soap is considered 
the best to wash with, but any good 
white soap will answer, and is cheaper. 
When quite clean, hang up in a room 
whlre it will dry slowly, and before it is 
entirely dry, rub it well with cod-liver 
oil, w bich is better than neat's-foot oil, 
because rats and mice won't touch har- 
ness rubbed with it, while they will that 
greased with the latter oil. Moreover, 
cod-liver oil baa more body than neat's- 
foot oil. 


"When well oiled, bang up to dry. 


When dry, give another coat of oil. 
When again dry, wipe carefully with a 
dry wooleu cloth. This for heavier bar- 
ness. For carriage harness, finish wii.h 
a wet sponge and castile soap, using a 
chamois skin to dry with. Por red, worn 
spots, use an ink made as follows: Put 
some old iron—rusty preferred—into a 
crock and cover over with good vinegar. 
la four weeks draw off sorneof the liquid 
and add to it a little copperas. Apply 
this with a small brush, tag or bit of 
sponge lied to a stick. The liquid will 
get stronger by standing. Jl is black 
and duiable. 


A liquid gloss for harness may be made 


as follows : Glue, 4 oz ; gum-arabic, 2 
oz.; vinegar, H pint; black ink, i pint; 
iainglass (flab glue), 2 oz. Soften the 
glue by steeping in the vinegar, dissolve 
isinglass in the ink, add the rest of the 
vinegar to the glue solution; then warm 
it until solution is obtained, adding the 
gum aud ink, and next the iainglass. 
lietnove from the fire when all is warm 
and thoroughly mixed. 


A recent German patent for a leather 


polish indicates the following formula: 
Alcohol, 40 to 50 parts ; tannic matter 
(I presume what leather men call "tan- 
ning solution," and one containing at 
least 1-10 of tannic acid will answer), 40 
to 60 parts ; oil (fat or oil—sperm, boiled 
linseed, etc., will answer), 2 to 5 paits; 
coloring matter (Prussian blue is slated), 
2 to 5 parts. The coloring matler is to 
be rubbed up with the oil, the tannic 
matter is to be dissolved in the alcohol, 
and the two mixed; but you may add 
gum-arabic or sugar to the mixture, and 
may use water instead of alcohol. 


From the same source comes a new 


leather grease or polish: Tannic malter, 
40 to 60 parls ; dyewood extracts, 1 to 4 
parts; coloring matter, 2 to 4 parts; 
gutta-percha, t to 3 parts; fat or oil, 12 
to 25 parts ; water, 20 to 25 parts. The 
gutta-percha is dissolved in the oils (by 
boiling), and the coloring nmtteis in the 
water. 


An old but very good recipe for mak- 


ing harness and leather blacking is as 
follows : Mutton suet, 2 oz ; beeswax, 0 
oz ; white sugar, B oz., soft soap, 2 oz ; 
powdered indigo, 1 oz. When all have 
been melted together and well mixed, 
add 4 oz. of turpentine. 


The blacking used by harness makers 


for finishing small straps is made by 
melting 2 oz. ot glue in sutlicient water 
completely to dissolve il; then dissolve 
3 oz. 01 common bar soap in water, us- 
ing i D more water than is necessary to 
dissolve the soap, and pour it into the 
glue while the latter is boiling. When 
the soap and glue have been well mixed, 
add 4 oz. of lampblack, moistened with 
and rubbed smooth in alcohol. Have 2 
oz. of fine starch, well cooked and hot; 
add it to the prepared glue, and allow 
the mass to remain over a slow Sre until 
the water is steamed olf, stirring it all 
the time to prevent the lampblack from 
setting. When cool, pour into small 
pans about two inches in diameter aud 
one inch deep 
To use it in the "ball," 


moisten with vinegar. If to be applied 
with a brush, dissolve some in diluted 
vinegar.

harness 
may be made as follows: 


Melt three pounds of clean beef tallow, 
melting slowly and not allowing to get 
hot; pour slowly into this one pound of 
neatsfoot oil, and stir until the mass is 
cold. Much depends upon this stirring; 
if done well the mass will become thor- 
oughly amalgamated; otherwise tl'e 
tallow will granulate and show white 
specks. It should be soft and smooth. 
Add a little bone-black to color it. 


DARK stables are perhaps cool, hut il 


is better to have plenty of light and pro- 
tect the windows with wire netting us- 
ing a muslin curtain if necessary. 
Dur- 


ing the warm periods when the tempera- 
ture is very high animals become sun- 
strnck, or die from overheat, the same 
as do human beings. Fresh water and 
bhade are essential, especially if the ani- 
mals have been fed largely on grain and 
are in a fat condition. Appoplexy is a 
well-known cause of loss of poultry, and 
hogs have perished from lack of shade 
and from exposure to the direct heat of 
the sun. 


CUT the corn while the fodder is green. 


If the corn is left standing until the 
leaves begin to turn yellow it will be 
less nutritious than if cut earlier. When 
the ears are glazed and well filled out is 
the time to cut. A day or two in delay 
will make a great difference in the qual- 
ity of the fodder, hence the field should 
be observed daily.
